"flules  Governing  Candidates  and  Examiners. 

1.  The  examining-  committees  shall  meet  with  the  classes  at  9 
a.  rn.  on  the  day  before  the  opening-  of  the  Conference  session. 

■1.    So  far  as  practicable,  the  examinations  shall  be  written. 

3.  The  work  of  the  year  shall  be  divided  as  according  to  the 
schedule  herewith  given. 

4.  At  the  close  of  each  period  designated  in  the  schedule,  the 
examiners  shall  prepare  their  lists  of  questions  "when  there  are  any 
candidates"  and  send  them  to  the  chairman;  the  chairman  will  for- 
ward the  questions  to  the  candidate  who  will  send  the  answers  to  the 
one  who  prepared  the  questions.  The  examiner  shall  send  the  grades 
to  the  registrar. 

5.  A  grade  of  less  than  seventy  in  the  scale  of  one  hundred  shall 
subject  the  candidate  to  re-examination  on  that  particular  branch. 

fi.  All  candidates  for  admission  on  trial  shall  pass  written  ex- 
aminations on  the  English  branches  or  present  certificates  of  grades 
subject  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

7.  Each  candidate  shall  place  in  the  hands  ot  his  examiner  every 
essay,  sermon  or  syllabus  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  opening  of 
the  conference  session. 

8.  All  examinations  shall  be  taken  in  the  presence  of  a  member 
of  the  conference  who  shall  certify  to  the  fact. 
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Rules  of  Order. 

I.  The  conference  shall  meet  at  8:30  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and  adjourn 
at  11:45  a.  m.  The  first  thirty  minutes  shall  be  devoted  to  religious 
services. 

II.  After  the  usual  opening  religious  services  the  secretary  shall 
read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day  which  shall  then  be  corrected  or 
approved. 

III.  The  president  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to 
an  appeal  by  the  conference;  but,  in  case  of  such  an  appeal  the  question 
shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

IV.  Sec.  1.  All  the  standing  committees  shall  be  nominated  by 
the  presiding  Elder  or  Elders  and  confirmed  by  the  conference.  The 
President  shall  appoint  all  other  committees,  unless  the  names  are 
contained  in  the  motion,  or  the  conference  orders  otherwise.  Each 
committee  shall  choose  its  own  chairman;  but  the  first  named  shall 
call  the  first  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  persons; 
one  of  these  members  shall  be  the  assistant  treasurer;  another  shall 
be  the  assistant  statistical  secretary. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  audit  the  reports 
of  the  statistical  secretary,  the  treasurer,  and  of  the  presiding  elder. 

V.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  de- 
sired by  Secretary  or  President. 

VI.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  is  made  and  seconded,  or  re- 
port presented  and  read  by  the  secretary,  or  stated  by  the  President, 
it  shall  be  deemed  in  possession  of  the  conference;  but  any  motion  or 
resolution  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover,  with  the  consent  of  the 
second,  any  time  before  amendment  or  decision. 

VII.  The  following  motions  may  be  presented  when  a  motion  is 
before  the  house  and  they  have  precedence  in  the  order  named,  to 
adjourn^  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  postpone  to 
a  given  time,  to  refer  or  re-commit,  substitute,  amend  or  to  postpone 
indefinitely. 

VIII.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion, and  no  more  than  fifteen  minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  of 
the  conference;  nor  shall  any  member  speak  more  than  once  until  ev- 
ery one  desiring  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

IX.  When  any  motion  has  been  adopted,  or  rejected,  it  shall  be 
in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority  to  move  a  recon- 
sideration. 

X.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  sessions  of  the  con- 
ference without  leave,  unless  sickness  or  some  other  lawful  reason 
compels  it. 

XI.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  a  question,  unless 
he  be  within  the  bar,  at  the  time  the  question  is  put,  unless  he  has 
been  granted  leave  of  absence  by  the  conference. 

XII.  Every  member  within  the  bar,at  the  time  of  the  putting  of 
a  question,  shall  vote  unless  excused  by  the  conference.

XIII.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  seconded. 

XIV.  The  secretary  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  papers  of.  the 
conference,  and  shall  not  permit  anyone  to  have  any  of  these  papers, 
during  Ihe  interval  of  the  conference,  except  by  the  permission  of  the 
conference. 

XV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  see  that  these  rules 
are  observed ;  but  it  may  be  the  privilege  of  any  member  of  the  con- 
ference to  call  his  attention  to  the  violation  of  these  rules. 

XVI.  The  rules  of  order  adopted  by  the  last  General  Conference 
shall  be  authority  on  all  questions  not  referred  to  or  fully  treated  in 
the  above.

ADJOURNMENT— Adjournment  was  had  after  the  benedic- 
tion by  Bishop  Hamilton.

RESERVE  EJECTED— Balloting  was  resumed  for  reserve 
delegates  to  the  general  conference  and  J.  D.  Gillilan  was  elected. 

INDORSEMENT  — 0.  A.  White  presented  a  resolution  indors- 
ing W.  W.  \ran  Dusen  for  the  editorship  of  the  Pacific  Christian 
Advocate,  *  and  on  motion,  a  committee  of  three,  consisting  of 
Messrs.  Roach,  Gillilan  and  Lawson  was  appointed  to  confer  with 
the  other  conferences,  in  the  Northwest,  relative  to  the  candidaacy 
of  Dr.  Van  Dusen. 

CONFERENCE  TRUSTEES-On  motion,  the  chair  nominated 
the  followng  persons  as  conference  trustees,  and  they  were  duly 
elected:  Messrs.  Helman,  Van  Dusen  and  Gillilan  for  three  years; 
Roach  and  Wilder,  two  years;  Temple  and  White  one  year.

RESTORATION  OF  TERRITORY- On  motion  of  C.  E.  Ha- 
inan, the  delegates  to  the  next  General  Conference  are  instructed 
to  ask  for  the  restoration  to  the  Idaho  conference  of  at  least  the 
amount  of  Conference  territory  that  was  taken  from  us  in  1896.  * 

ADJOURNMENT— On  motion,  the  conference  adjourned  after 
the  benediction,to  meet  Sunday  evening  for  hearing  the  apportion- 
ments and  receiving  the  appointments. 


SIXTH  SESSION. 

August  30.

REPORTS. 


Presiding  Elder. 

Dear  Bishop  and  Brothers :  —  The  field  is  one  which  presents 
some  peculiar  difficulties.  In  the  first  place,  it  is  a  very  large  ter- 
ritory, some  of  the  circuits  and  pastoral  charges  being  many  miles 
from  the  railroad,  and  some  of  the  pastors  are  at  a  great  distance 
trout  their  nearest  ministerial  neighbor.  The  amount  of  travel 
involved  in  working  some  of  these  circuits  is  very  great,  and  the 
means  of  travel  are  frequently  of  the  hardest  and  most  wearing 
kind.  The  spirit  of  worldliness,  commercialism,  the  gambling 
mania,  the  social  drinking  customs,  the  legalized  saloon,  and  the 
indifference  of  many  of  our  own  people  render  the  work  exceeding- 
ly difficult.  But,  in  the  face  of  this  tremendous  force  of  evil,  the 
cause  of  the  Master  is  steadily  gaining  ground,  and  many  are  prov- 
ing the  truth  of  the  poet  that 

"Thy  saints  in  all  this  glorious  wax 
Shall  conquer  though  they  die; 
They  see  the  triumph  from  afar, 
By  faith  they  bring  it  nigh." 

The  field  also  lias  some  marked  advantages.  It  is  at  present 
;i  rapidly  developing  section,  is  attracting  more  attention  now  than 
at  any  Conner  time,  and  is  receiving  a  great  influx  of  population, 
many  of  w  hom  are  the  best  people  the  world  knows.  Added  to  this 
we  have  a  class  of  people  who  dare  to  venture  on  projects  of  a  size 
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which  would  frighten  more  timid  souls,  and  accordingly,  we  find  a 
life  in  the  churches  which  is  positive  and  pronounced  for  the  right 
and  that  is  not  afraid  to  attempt  great  things  for  the  cause. 

This,  our  annual  gathering,  should  be  an  occasion  for  thanks- 
giving for  the  many  blessings  from  the  hand  of  God,  and  for  the 
fact  that  the  lives  of  our  people  have  been  spared  during  the 
year.  Again  the  death  messenger  has  passed  by  each  parsonage 
home.  A  glance  at  each  pastorial  sharge  may  serve  to  indicate 
the  situation  as  a  whole. 

Haines,  Oregon,  is  our  western  most  point,  a  large  and  import- 
ant circuit  of  five  preaching  places.  H.  H.  Mower  has  been  the 
pastor  for  two  years.  The  debt  on  the  church  has  been  paid  off, 
the  building  greatly  improved,  and  the  parsonage  brightened '  up. 

Ten  miles  east  of  Haines  is  Baker  City.  After  a  pastorate 
of  two  and  a  half  years,  C.  E.  Todd  removed  and  his  place  was 
filled  by  F.  A.  Lawson,  who  has  done  splendid  service.  Baker 
City  is  steadily  gaining  ground  and  taking  higher  position. 

South  of  Baker  City  in  the  mountains  is  the  mining  town  of 
Sumpter,  where  we  last  year  built  a  church  which  was  com- 
pleted and  dedicated  during  the  present  conference  year  at  a 
cost  of  about  $4000,  and  is  now  free  from  debt.  This  work  has 
been  accomplished  through  the  tact,  wisdom,  and  tireless  labors 
of  the  pastor,  J.  M.  Wilder.  Work  in  Sumpter  is  in  splendid 
condition.  Brother  Wilder  has  also  looked  after  the  work  at 
McEwen  and  Bouime. 

Down  the  mountan  side  to  the  east,  between  Baker  City  and 
the  Snake  River,  is  the  valley  of  Durkee,  which  has  been  placed 
with  Huntington  for  religious  work,  the  two  places  being  under 
the  pastoral  care  of  Carl  L.  Bent.  Huntington  needs  a  church 
building  very  badly. 

Twenty-three  miles  farther  east  is  Weiser,  Idaho,  a  growing 
town  of  importance  at  the  point  of  departure  of  the  Pacific  and 
Idaho  Northern  Railroad.  It  is  not  yet  three  years  since  we 
began  work  in  this  town.  During  the  year  our  people  have  grown 
out  of  the  first  tabernacle,  and  some  three  months  ago  began  to 
worship  in  their  own  property,  the  lecture  room  of  what  is  to  be 
their  church  when  it  shall  be  completed.  Pastor  Deal  has  been 
an  efficient  leader  of  our  work  at  this  important  place,  and  is  en- 
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titled  to  great  credit  for  the  manner  in  which  he  has  managed 
affairs.  Across  the  Snake  in  Oregon  is  Dead  Ox  Flat  where 
Brother  Deal  has  taken  up  regular  work.  Our  people  at  Weiser 
have  also  built  a  comfortable  parsonage  at  a  cost  of  $800.  Thir- 
teen miles  east  of  Weiser  is  Payette,  where  J.  D.  Bird  has  been 
the  pastor.  The  church  has  grown  in  membership.  A  few  months 
ago,  we  purchased  very  desirable  lots  on  which  to  build  a  new 
church  parsonage.  Brother  Bird  has  opened  work  up  the  Payette 
river  about  eight  miles  in  a  section  where  a  good  class  has  been 
organized. 

A  few  miles  to  the  east  from  Payette,  in  Oregon,  we  come  to 
the  town  of  Ontario;  here  we  have  a  weak  and  struggling  society 
and  a  good  church  building.  It  became  necessary  some  six  months 
ago  to  remove  our  pastor,  W.  J.  Harvey,  and  a  vacancy  occurring 
at  Hailey,  he  was  appointed  to  that  place,  since  which  time  On- 
tario has  been  without  a  pastor.  We  cannot  afford  to  surrender 
the  place  and  it  is  our  plan  to  enlarge  the  circuit  and  thus,  with 
the  aid  of  missionary  money,  afford  a  support  and  give  a  show  for 
success. 

Sixteen  miles  up  the  Malheur  river,  to  the  west  of  Ontario, 
is* Vale,  the  county  seat  of  Malheur  county,  where  we  have  an  or- 
ganization with  house  of  worship  and  a  good,  new  parsonage. 
The  church  was  dedicated  last  Sabbath.  The  parsonage  is  almost 
entirely  the  result  of  personal  labor  of  the  pastor,  H.  E.  Carter, 
who  las  worked  incessantly  and  to  a  purpose,  and  in  the  face  of 
great  discouragements. 

North  of  Weiser  about  forty  miles  on  the  P.  &  I.  N.  R.  R., 
we  have  a  struggling  work  known  as  Cambridge.  It  is  a  large  cir- 
cuit which  has  been  unfortunate  in  its  ministerial  service  in  a 
few  instances,  and  has  accordingly  suffered.  For  a  couple  of 
months  we  have  had  a  good  and  efficient  man  on  the  ground,  J. 
L.  Springer,  who  at  the  presiding  elder's  request,  has  broadened 
the  territory  of  operations. 

Caldwell  is  a  home  town  on  the  0.  S.  L.  Here  we  have  a 
splendid  property  with  church  and  parsonage,  with  C.  E.  Helman 
as  pastor.    Good  work  in  all  lines  has  marked  the  year. 

Nampa,  on  the  main  line,  is  the  point  from  which  the  con- 
ference radiates.  Three  years  ago  there  was  a  town  here  about 
one-fourth  the  size  of  the  present  city.    Among  the  other  facts 
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which  had  no  existence  three  years  ago,  is  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  with  a  property  worth  $4000,  and  a  membership  be- 
yond price  and  numbering  more  than  a  hundred  and  fifty.  Our 
church  was  dedicated  by  Bishop  Cranston  a  year  ago.  F.  J.  Long 
has  been  the  pastor  from  the  beginning.  He  now  knocks  for  ad- 
mission to  the  conference. 

South  of  Nampa  is  the  mining  region  of  Silver  City,  DeLamar 
and  Dewey.  This  section,  with  Jordan  Valley  in  Oregon  added, 
constitute  a  circuit  and  for  the  year  past  has  been  served  by  G. 
W.  Kennedy. 

Emmett  is  a  growing  town  where  J.  L.  Kendall  has  been  doing 
good  work  for  the  past  year.  Emmett  is  rapidly  approaching  a 
self-supporting  basis,  and  Sweet,  farther  up  the  Payette  river, 
with  J.  M.  Hixson,  has  enjoyed  a  year  of  rapid  and  substantial 
progress,  and  development  at  all  four  of  its  preaching  places. 
At  the  center  of  this  circuit  is  Sweet,  where  we  have  purchased 
an  acre  of  ground  as  a  site  for  a  future  church  building,  and 
where  we  have  built  a  very  excellent  parsonage. 

Middleton  has  been  served  by  D.  M.  Shannon  who  has  done 
good  work.    Here  we  have  three  churches  and  a  parsonage. 

Long  Valley  is  a  splendid  section  with  at  least  three  thousand 
people  scattered  about,  mostly  recent  settlers.  A  year  ago,  S.  T. 
Hawkins  was  assigned  to  this  field  at  his  own  request  as  he  wished 
to  take  up  land  and  gather  his  children  about  him  on  lands  of 
their  own.  A  month  or  so  after  the  assignment  of  Brother  Haw- 
kins to  this  great  and  remote  field,  he  began  to  show  unmistakable 
signs  of  unsettled  mind.  He  became  so  ill  in  body  and  mind  that 
his  friends  were  compelled  to  place  him  in  the  state  hospital  for 
the  insane.  He  has  been  unable  to  resume  his  labors  and  is  now 
living  with  his  family  on  their  claim  in  Long  Valley.  The  circuit 
was  without  a  pastor  until  May,  since  which  time  it  has  been  effi- 
ciently served  by  Olney  Kendall.  Here  s  a  field  much  of  which  is 
more  than  a  hundred  miles  from  a  railroad,  which  presents  great 
needs  and  opportunities,  with  organizations  at  two  places. 

Meridian  is  a  town  where  a  few  years  ago  there  were  but  a 
few  scattered  dwellings.  This  field  has  had  C.  E.  Botts  as  its 
pastor  for  the  past  nine  months.  Prior  to  that  A.  W.  Hartshorn 
had  been  pastor  but  the  continued  failing  health  of  his  wife  led 
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him  to  give  up  his  work  and  take  her  to  California  in  hopes  /to 
sa\c  her  life.  Their  means  have  been  exhausted  and  now  they  are 
dependent  upon  the  aid  of  others  for  the  means  of  life.  A  new 
hell  lias  recently  been  placed  in  the  church  and  is  paid  for. 

For  many  years  Boise  has  been  a  nourishing  organzation,  but 
never  more  so  than  at  present.  The  pastor,  I.  F.  Roach,  is  earnest- 
ly and  successfully  leading  his  people  to  victory.  Every  depart- 
ment of  church  interest  is  looked  after  with  great  painstaking  and 
care.  This  has  been  a  year  of  steady  and  substantial  growth. 
The  membership  is  now  about  550  including  probationers.  The 
building  in  which  we  are  now  convened  has  been  sold  for  $17,000 
and  the  trustees  are  now  conducting  a  church  building  enterprise 
which  will  involve  the  expenditure  of  $40,000  including  the  furn- 
ishings. Under  the  management  of  the  ladies  of  the  church  a  new 
and  commodious  parsonage  has  been  built  at  a  cost  of  about 
$4,000.  The  most  efficient  board  of  officials  of  this  church,  com- 
posed of  able  business  men,  is  actuated  by  the  highest  ideas  and  is 
striving  after  the  highest  ideals.  There  is  nothing  niggardly  or 
small  about  these  men  of  God  who  love  His  Kingdom  sufficiently 
to  attend  prayer  meeting  and  foot  the  bills  of  the  institution. 

In  Boise  Basin  Ave  have  a  pastorate  which  has  been  under  the 
charge  of  Rev.  H.  H.  Newman.  It  is  a  very  difficult  field  in  which 
to  work  with  success.  We  have  no  church  property  within  the 
bounds  of  the  circuit. 

Brother  Newman  has  had  a  good  year  and  has  done  much 
good. 

Glenn's  Ferry  is  on  the  Snake  River  at  a  division  point  of 
the  O.  S.  L.  R.  R.  Our  church  here  was  unfortunate  in  the  supply 
pastor  assigned  to  it  a  year  ago.  For  the  pasl  Few  months  the 
wort  has  been  su| >| >l Led  by  our  pastor  at  Shoshone  who  has  di- 
vided liis  time  with  this  people.  Our  people  are  an  earnest  and 
fairly  enterprising  class  with  a  lew  exceptions,  and  they  will  re- 
spond well  to  real  merit  in  a  minister. 

At  Shoshone  Ave  have  a  small  and  old  organization  with  a  par- 
sonage and  church,  all  free  from  debt.  E.  E.  Damon  lias  most 
satisfactorily  served  the  people  for  the  pasl  year. 

Hailey  is  on  the  Wood  River  branch  of  the  ().  S.  L.  R.  R.  A 
year  ago  this  place  was  supplied  by  T.  J.  Barkle  a  local  preacher. 
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About  February  1st  he  begged  to  be  excused  from  the  work  and 
go  east  to  attend  school.  The  vacancy  was  filled  by  taking  Broth- 
er Harvey,  from  Ontario  and  placing  him  here  where  he  has  done 
a  good  work.  Brother  Harvey  also  looks  after  the  work  at  Ketch- 
um  and  Belle vue. 

On  Camas  Prairie,  thirty-five  miles  west  of  Hailey,  and  the 
same  distance  from  the  railroad  is  Soldier.  This  field  is  a  com- 
munity of  farmers  and  stockmen.  The  section  has  been  badly  used 
by  the  grasshoppers  for  the  past  two  seasons  and  more  than  half 
of  our  people  have  moved  away,  leaving  the  church  in  lack  of  peo- 
ple and  support.  The  work  has  been  supplied  for  the  past  few 
months  by  Harley  J.  Adams,  who  has  done  good  and  faithful 
work.    Brother  Adams  proposes  to  unite  with  us. 

South  of  the  main  line  of  the  0.  S.  L.  about  thirty  miles  is 
the  town  of  Albion,  where  is  located  one  of  the  State  Normal 
Schools.  Ours  is  the  only  church  in  the  town  and  the  only  orthodox 
church  in  the  county.  Our  members  are  very  few  and  they  are 
greatly  discouraged.  The  year  has  been  the  best  the  church  has 
enjoyed  for  a  long  time.  W.  M.  Crowther  is  our  pastor  and  he 
and  his  wife  have  done  splendid  and  successful  work,  and  I  wish 
to  make  it  a  matter  of  record  that  in  my  opinion  they  are  entitled 
to  the  crown  for  positive  heroic  service  among  all  this  Company 
of  Methodist  heroes  of  the  Idaho  Conference  for  this  year.  Both 
church  and  parsonage  have  been  extensively  repaired,  the  former 
enlarged  in  order  to  hold  more  people,  and  the  latter  made  fit  to 
live  in. 

The  next  work  to  the  east  is  the  important  and  enlarging 
field  of  Pocatello  and  American  Falls  where  J.  D.  Gillilan  has  just 
completed  five  years.  At  Pocatello,  the  church  debt  of  $200  has 
been  paid.  At  American  Falls,  a  church  is  being  built  which  will 
be  completed  free  from  debt  in  the  near  future  at  a  cost  of  $1,800. 
The  Sunday  Schools  and  Epworth  League  of  this  work  are  in  splen- 
did condition.  It  should  be  noted  also  that  considering  the  num- 
ber of  people  involved  more  Methodist  literature  is  in  use  on  this 
work  than  on  any  other  in  the  conference.  Pocatello  becomes 
self  supporting  this  year. 

In  the  great  southeastern  part  of  the  state,  beyond  Pocatello, 
Ave  have  no  work.    Our  Presbyterian  brethern  quite  fully  and  ef- 
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fectively  occupy  the  field  and  it  seems  to  me  we  have  but  little  call 
in  that  part  of  Mormondom  at  present. 

At  Blackfoot  0.  A.  White,  the  pastor,  has  had  a  good  year 
and  the  church  is  in  a  fairly  prosperous  condition. 
Brother  White  looks  with  care  after  all  details  of  the  work. 

At  Mackay,  where  we  have  a  church  presided  over  by  G.  G. 
Haley,  although  a  new  town  with  nearly  everything  to  acquire, 
our  work  has  prospered  from  the  beginning.  We  now  have  a  good 
church'  building,  completed  recently.  During  the  year  the  indebt- 
edness has  been  paid  off,  and  pews  have  been  placed  in  the  church, 
the  old  parsonage,  which  was  moved  about  four  miles  when  Mack- 
ay  began  to  be,  has  been  slightly  repaired,  and  the  membership  of 
the  church  has  been  increased  and  strengthened.  The  church  was 
dedicated  August  9. 

Idaho  Falls  is  a  place  of  more  than  ordinary  development 
and  importance.  N.  M.  Temple  has  been  the  pastor  at  this  place 
for  three  years.  He  and  the  people  have  saved  our  church  proper- 
ty from  financial  ruin,  and  have  added  much  to  it.  This  year  has 
witnessed  the  partial  building  of  what  will  be  one  of  the  best  par- 
sonages of  the  conference  when  completed.  The  old  church  debt 
of  about  $1,000  has  been  provided  for.  The  church  was  dedicated 
on  the  17th  of  May  with  Bishop  Cranston  in  charge.  Idaho  Falls 
has  paid  its  pastor  in  full,  raised  all  the  benevolences  asked  for 
and  has  voluntarily  cut  loose  from  all  missionary  support. 

Lying  within  a  radius  of  fifty  miles  of  Idaho  Falls  are  sever- 
al school  house  appointments  which  have  been  supplied  during  the 
year  by  local  preachers  largely  under  the  direction  of  Brother 
Temple  and  the  presiding  elder.  John  Long,  a  local  preacher,  has 
aided  in  this  work  as  has  also  Brother  J.  Y.  Humphrey.  These 
appointments  constitute  what  we  call  the  Shelley  circuit,  which  is 
gradually  taking  form. 

At  St.  Anthony,  G.  P.  Pemberton  has  been  in  charge  for  the 
pasj  two  years.  The  work  has  suffered  much  by  removals  during 
the  year  but  our  people  are  holding  on  splendidly.  The  church 
property  has  been  greatly  improved,  new  pews  have  been  placed 
in  the  church. 

Beyond  St.  Anthony  and  so  beyond  the  railroad  toward  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park  is  a  very  fine  country  which  is  rapidly 
filling  with  settlers  and  these  people  need  our  pastoral  oversight 
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North  of  Idaho  Falls  fifty  miles  is  the  town  of  Dubois  where 
our  local  preachers  have  been  holding-  services  frequently  for  two 
years.  A  pastor  is  much  needed  in  this  place  and  in  the  country 
farther  north  and  east. 

We  must  now  go  for  about  two  hundred  miles  before  we 
reach  our  next  point,  Salmon  City.  Here  is  a  prosperous  inland 
town  where  for  many  years  our  church  alone  occupied  the  field 
Less  than  two  years  ago  the  Presbyterian  and  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copalians organized.  The  pastor  is  C.  A.  Edwards,  who  has  had 
a  good  year  though  he  has  been  so  far  from  the  brethern  of  his 
own  church. 

Fifty  miles  to  the  southeast  in  the  same  county  is  Junction, 
where  we  have  a  large  but  weak  and  somewhat  disorganized  cir- 
cuit of  as  many  preaching  places  as  a  man  can  reach.  W.  F.  Hun- 
ter, a  young  and  inexperienced  local  preacher  has  been  gecung  ex- 
perience on  this  field  for  a  year  and  he  has  enough  of  it  to  make 
a  book.  He  has  displayed  splendid  staying  qualities  and  w-;  have 
good  reason  for  thinking  that  pastor  and  people  alike  have  been 
blessed. 

Such  is  our  field,  it  reaches  from  Sumpter  in  Oregon  to  Gib- 
bonsville,  north  of  Salmon,  a  journey  of  about  six  hundred  miles. 
No  presiding  elder  made  merely  of  flesh  and  blood  can  reach  all 
these  places  four  times  a  year  in  person.  The  trethern  all  un- 
derstand this,  and  are  very  considerate  and  those  who  ar-.«  located 
the  farthest  from  the  center  do  not  expect  to  have  visits  from  him 
more  frequently  than  is  reasonable.  We  have  done  our  best  to 
oversee  this  work  and  to  give  the  help  needed.  The  brethern  have 
been  cheerful  in  their  responses  to  our  call  for  aid,,  and  some  of 
the  older  brethern  have  held  several  quarterly  meetings  for  us. 
We  have  only  thanks  for  all. 

The  benevolent  causes  of  the  church  have  all  been  looked  af- 
ter wth  varying  degrees  of  interest  and  success.  Four  churches 
have  been  dedicated  and  five  parsonages  have  been  built. 

It  is  a  sad  fact  that  great  numbers  of  our  people  know  but 
little  of  the  history  or  polity  or  great  movements  of  the  church. 
Many  do  not  read  our  literature  or  seem  to  care  to  know  what 
Methodism  is,  or  is  doing.  The  Advocates  are  not  taken  as  they 
should  be.  It  is  found  to  be  very  difficult  to  place  the  Pacific 
Christian  Advocate  in  the  homes  of  our  people  to  that  extent  which 
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ils  importance  demands.  This  is  largely  because  many  of  our 
people  are  from  the  east  and  are  attached  to  the  Advocates  from 
the  sections  from  which  they  came  and  are  loth  to  make  a  change. 

One  of  oui-  greatest  needs  is  a  conference  school  of  academic 
3'rade.  Hundreds  of  young  people  from  our  borders  are  in  attend 
a i ice  upon  schools  of  other  denominations  and  of  no  denomination, 
\\h<»  would  be  glad  to  patronize  a  school  under  our  auspices  if 
we  had  one.  Many  others  are  not  in  school  at  all  because  we  have 
no  place  for  them. 

Our  difficulties  may  at  times  seem  great,  and  there  may  be 
a  tendency  to  discouragement,  but  we  have  made  progress,  and 
we  are  in  condition  to  make  greater  advancement  than  ever.  Let 
us  put  on  the  whole  armor  and  fight  on  to  the  very  end  and  force 
the  battle  to  victory.  God  has  been  with  us  and  he  is  still  our 
God.

Christian  education. 

We  recommend  Willamette  University  to  all  our  young  people 
who  contemplate  taking  a  college  course. 

We  extend  to  Dr.  J.  H.  Coleman,  President  of  Willamette 
University,  a  cordial  invitation  to  visit  our  charges  and  present 
the  interests  of  Willamette  University.  We  pledge  ourselves  to 
give  all  possible  assistance  to  the  President  in  his  work.

FREEDMEN'S  AID.

CONFERENCE  TERRITORY. 

Whereas,  The  Columbia  River  and  Idaho  conferences,  occu- 
pying sections  between  the  Rocky  and  Cascade  ranges  of  moun- 
tains are  very  unequally  divided  in  respect  to  territory,  the  form- 
er having  four  large  presiding  elder's  districts  and  the  latter  only 
one,  and, 

Whereas,  This  division  of  work  is  so  manifestly  unfair  to  the 
Idaho  Conference  in  limiting  its  range  and  opportunity  of  ap- 
pointments, thus  rendering  its  already  difficult  work,  much  more 
difficult  than  if  it  bad  two  or  more  presiding  elder's  districts,  and, 

Whereas,  The  Columbia  River  Conference,  with  its  four  dis- 
tricts and  more  than  one  hundred  ministers  and  a  rapidly  growing 
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membership,  would  not  suffer  any  inconvenience  or  embarrassment 
in  surrendering  a  portion  of  its  territory  and  a  part  of  its  men 
to  the  Idaho  conference  in  the  interest  of  an  equitable  division 
and  mutual  burden  bearing-,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Idaho  conference  most  respectfully  and 
earnestly  requests  the  next  general  conference  so  to  re-adjust 
the  boundaries  between  these  two  conferences  as  to  make  possible 
the  forming  of  at  least  two  reasonable  sized  districts  in  the  Idaho 
conference. 

Resolved,  also,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Idaho  Conference 
forward  a  copy  of  this  paper  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Columbia 
River  conference  on  or  before  September  1,  1903. 

Whereas,  The  Idaho  conference  is  greatly  limited  in  the  range 
of  Ministerial  appointments  and  is  greatly  in  need  of  additional 
territory,  and  as  the  county  of  Harney,  of  the  State  of  Oregon, 
now  a  part  of  the  Oregon  Conference,  can  be  more  easily  worked 
by  the  Idaho  Conference  than  as  now  situated;  therefore,  Resolved 
that  we  respectfully  and  earnestly  request  the  next  general  con- 
ference so  to  re-adjust  the  boundaries  between  the  aforesaid  con- 
ference. Resolved,  also,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Idaho  con- 
ference send  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Oregon  conference  so  as  to  have  it  reach  him  before  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  next  session  of  the  Oregon  conference.

Resolved,  also,  that  said  members  of  commission  be  author- 
ized to  hold  any  property  that  may  be  acquired  until  the  trustees 
may  be  regularly  elected.
